This is one of the main pro- 
posals of a government antl-vice 
DIL aimed at cleaning up the 
streets of large cities, particularly 
of London, There, Mr R. : 
Butler, the Heme Gecretary, said 
some areas were “so thronged 
with prostitutes as to create 4 
feeling of revulsion.” 


The bil cleared its first major 
hurdle in Its journey through 
Parliament by being Alven a 
second reading—agreement in 
principle, 


Free Vote 


An amendment to eject the 
bill by a group of Labour mem- 
bers—the opposition did not take 
an official Hne and left its mem- 
bers a free vote—was defeated 
by 235 votes to 88—a Govern- 
ment majority of 147. 


This group contended that 
moving parading prostitutes to 
over-crowded prisons was not 
the answer to the problem. 


M& Regincid Paget (Labour), 
who moved the amendment, 
said in New York, prostitutes

A name destined {o pass out 
of local commemoration = Is 
Reinaeker Street, now known os 
Mui Fong Sireet, It was named 
perhaps ofter an old resident, 
who for a tlme held the post of 
Chief Clerk to the Treasurer 
and was Ieter (nbout 1867) act- 
ing Treasurer, but departed 
from the Colony somewhat 
hurriedly under a cloud. 

Catchick Street was formerly 
Chater Street, When Chater 
Read was named on the new 
Contral Praya, confusion was 
avelded by taking Sr Paul 
Chater’s other name for the 
Kennedy Town: lane, 

Wing Lok Street was many 
years ago Bowring's Praya. 
When the Western Praya came - 
to be built, the place became 
an inland thoroughfare, and the 
nome was changed—no coubt 
in order also to prevent con. 
fusion with Bowrington at 
Happy Valley. Tho nome re- 
calls a former Governor of the 
Colony.
